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Foreword 


Simply  stated,  the  theme  of  this  eighth  exhibition  of  the  Friends  of  the  Whitney  Museum 
is  the  quality  and  diversity  of  American  drawing  during  the  past  deeade.  The  exhibition 
takes  the  form  of  a  broad  survey  including  104  drawings  b)  86  living  artists. 

The  Exhibition  Committee,  in  the  course  of  meeting  seven  times  and  considering  some 
175  artists,  deliberately  chose  to  eschew  the  current  fashionable  tendency  of  focusing  attention 
upon  a  Few  names  or  schools.  Instead,  it  decided  that  an  inclusive  approach  would  be  more 
tniK  n  flective  both  "I  the  ample  variety  of  styles  and  techniques  enjoyed  by  contemporary 
artists  and  also  of  the  collective  taste  oi  the  Friends. 

The  Committee  also  concluded  that  an  exhibition  offering  diversity  would  avoid  fallimr 

into  the  pi tl alls,  common  to  museums  today,  oJ  prophecy,  promotion,  and  polemics.  A  drawing, 

after  all,  is  intimate  awi\  sometimes  even  reticent.  It  defies  rigid  compartmentalization  and 

shuns  the  casual  ambulatory  glance.  It  often  represents  the  artist  in  an  "oil-guard"  moment, 

when  lie  is  relaxed  and  lias  shed  liis  public  image.  The  corollary,  as  posed  by  this  exhibition. 

is  thai  ver)  good  drawings  often  are  made  1>\  artists  unknown  to  Venice,  Pittsburgh  or  Sao 

Paulo.
